Woodrow Noggie. Carlisle, was also 
an occupant of the car. 
Steele, driver of the car, was first 
to testify a t the mquest. 
He said 
he was forced from the roadway by 
a truck, and th at he lost control of 
th e car after trying to get back on 
road. 
Owner Not Driving 
D arr, owner of the vehicle, said 
th a t he had perm itted 
Steele 
to 
drive to accustom him to the opera­ 
tion of th e car as he was expected 
to drive home after m idnight, which 
would have been March I. D arr had 
not received his 
state 
operator’s 
card and was 
letting 
Steele 
fa ­ 
miliarize himself with the car, as he 
possessed a driver s license. 
Dan- 
said th a t he saw a truck approach 
in the middle of the road and th a t 
it forced his car from the highway. 
Noggie. another occupant, said he 
saw th e truck; th a t after the crash, 
the truck seemed to hesitate, and 
tliat he then heard a clashing of 
w hat he thought were gears. 
John Griest, of East Berlin R. D. 
4. near th e scene of the accident, 
two miles north of Hampton on the 
H anover-Carlisle ’pike. said he was 
in his house and heard the crash. 
A fter th e crash he heard w hat 
sounded like a truck drifting, fol­ 
lowed by a clashing of gears. 
Al­ 
bert Thom as, also a resident of the 
vicinity, stated th a t shortly before 
the crash he heard a truck pass. 
Jury’s Verdict 
T he 
verdict 
follows: 
“Charles 
Miller on the second day of March, 
1933, at the Hanover General hos­ 
pital, came to his death from the re ­ 
sult of injuries sustained when the 
car in which he

was 
driven off the highway by a truck. 
“From evidence submitted, we. as 
a jury, find th a t said accident was

days IO per cent of the fruit began 
showing signs of brown rot. where- 
as 64 per cent cf th e unsprayed 
fruit began breaking down at the 
end of th at period.

which both spray and dust were 
used showed only two per cent of 
brown rot at the end of three days.

Zangara Sentenced 
To Electric Chair 
For Killing Cermak

Miami, March IO (A P )—-GiuKeppe Zaiitfara. zealot and 
assassin, today was sentenced to death in the electric chair 
for the murder of Mayor Anton J. Cermak, of Chicago, in his 
futile attem pt to kill President Roosevelt. 
Sentence was passed by Circuit Judge Uiy O. Thompson, 
who read the sentence from a prepared statem ent ending 
with “and may God have mercy on your soul.'’ 
Zangara’s time of death was not set in the court sen- 
j tenet*. In Florida the governor sets a week in which the exe­ 
cu tion must be made. The state superintendent sets the day 
and the hour. 
Lewis W. Twyman, one of the attorneys appointed by 
the court to defend Zangara, said that so far as he knew 
there would be no further move in the case.

gler’s Spring, on the battle­ 
field, was discovered just a few 
years before the battles here,— 
along about 1858,—and that it was 
discovered by H. J. Stahle, then 
editor of The Gettysburg Com­ 
piler, still the official democratic 
party paper of Adams county, and 
father of Charles E. Stahle, at- 
torhey-at-law with offices in the 
First National bank building. 
A 
letter written to the editor of The 
Compiler by the late Emanuel 
Bushman and published in that 
newspaper August 26. 1893. con­ 
cerning Spangler’s Spring! makes 
very interesting reading today. It 
follows; 
Spangler’s Spring 
“Mr. Editor: I wish that Super­ 
intendent Wilson would prohibit 
mischievous boys and girls, both 
while and black, from doing mis­ 
chief around 
Spangler’s Spring. 
There was a man told me the 
other day that there were Negro 
boys throwning cans, stones and 
sticks in the spring. He told them 
if they did not stop he would re­ 
port them. They became saucy on 
his hands. 
The most I have to 
complain about is, you cannot 
keep any cup or vessel to drink 
out of. 
It is either broken, or 
carried 
away. 
Everyone 
who 
comes along desires to 
take 
a 
drink from the spring, and es­ 
pecially strangers. Cups and ves­ 
sels have been placed there re­ 
peatedly by myself and others, 
and have as often been taken 
away or destroyed by malicious 
children, and some of a larger 
growth. 
Such acts of vandalism 
ought to be punished. 
“Spangler’s Spring lias a his­ 
tory. H. J. Stahle, the late editor 
of the Gettysburg Compiler, dis­ 
covered the spring. 
About forty­ 
five or six years ago, Mr. Stahle, 
Jew Arnold and several others 
whose names I 
have 
forgotten, 
went to celebrate the 4th of July 
In 
Spangler’s 
meadow 
woods. 
They wanted some fresh water. 
Mr. Stahle. on looking around in 
the woods, discovered a wet spot, 
and took a stick and scraped the 
leaves away, and out bubbled ice­ 
cold clear water, just where the 
spring is now*. So they had a sup­ 
ply for the day. 
Mr. Stahle ob­ 
tained permission from Spanglers 
to open it out and wall it up. 
Pic-nics were held there before 
the war. 
And during the battle 
here, union and 
rebel 
soldiers 
drank out of that spring side by 
side. After the war. Henry Span­ 
gler opened out the upper spring. 
In 1080 and 1881 the upper spring 
went dry. The Stahle .spring was 
filled up with stone and debris. I 
opened it and walled it up in 1881. 
The Memorial Association put it 
in it* present shape. Peter Thom 
cleans it out once or twice a year. 
Every one ought to be interested 
in 
keeping 
Spangler’s 
Spring 
clean, for its name will live in his­ 
tory as long as the battle of G et­ 
tysburg is talked about, and that 
will be forever.”

Chief Provisions of Roosevelt’s 
Emergency Banking Legislation 


Washington, 
March 
IO — High 
points in the emergency banking 
legislation 
laid 
before 
congress 
Thursday by President Roosevelt 
are as follows: 
The banks of the country are 
placed in tliree classifications. 
The first class that is the most 
liquid may be reopened today with­ 
out any restriction whatever. 
Others, whether state or national, 
IOO per cent sound but not so liquid, 
will be opened as fast at the treas­ 
ury can check them. 
All banks so opened can obtain 
the necessary cash resources from 
the Federal Reserve banks by de­ 
posit of government 
bonds 
and 
other sound collateral. 
Those banks whose credit is im­ 
paired will be placed under govern­ 
ment conservators, who will serve 
without special compensation. 
An amount equal to the sound 
assets of even these closed banks is 


to be made available to their de­ 
positors. 
Similar provisions are made for 
all state banks, subject to the ap­ 
proval of the proper state officials. 
In the case of partially reopened 
banks, new deposits will be received. 
these to be kept either in their own 
vaults, in federal reserve banks, or 
be 
converted 
into 
government 
bonds. 
Federal reserve banks are auth­ 
orized to issue currency not only 
against loans made on government 
securities but on other sound as­ 
sets. 
The comptroller of the currency 
has broad powers to conserve assets 
of all banks for the benefit of de­ 
positors and other creditors. 
The comptroller also is authorized 
to prescribe rules and regulations in 
order to carry out the purposes of 
the legislation.
